The Goal Area 


The goal area js dhat portion of 
the field (at- each end) marked off 
around the goal posts.“ In point of 
foct It is an area enclosed by a Ine 
drawn six yards from the goal line 
and parallel to it and closed at 
either end by lines which join the 
gon! Mne six yards outside each 
flonl post. Most spectators regard 
the goal area as that from which the 
fonl-kick fin taken: they’ forget that 
its chief feature is that it is a goal~ 
keeper's sanctuary, : 


Within’ that six yards enclosure 
the goulkeeper must not be charged 
unless he is holding the ball or ob~ 
structing an opponent, It is reason- 
nble that the goalkeeper should be 
protected when all his attention fs 
centred upon saving a shot at goal: 
it is reasonable also that this protec- 
tlon should cease when he leaves the 
region in which he is normally ex- 
pected to deal with shots at goal. 


It §s because of this that most re~ 
ferees take up a position with a clear 


vlew-of the goal-arca~when-a-corner | 


kick is belng taken, If the ball crosses 
the goal within that aren the fonj- 
keeper has the right ta deal with it 
and be exempt from charging: he
